Disapproved 


“Single Tax’—Sales Tax Repeal Act, 
which would repeal the retail sales tax, 
use tax, motor vehicle tax and private 
car tax, which now yield $104,000,000 a 
year, or 60 per cent of the State’s gén- 
eral fund revenues. The proposal is 
designed to shift the burden to com- 
mon property taxpayers by levying 
taxes on real property alone, abolish- 
ing the present limitation on a State 
ad valorem tax on property. This mea- 
sure is still short several thousand sig- 


;Matures to qualify for the ballot and 


all farmers and other common prop- 
erty taxpayers should heed the ad- 
monition :“‘Read before you sign!” 
Garrison Revenue Bond Act, author- 
izing the creation of public utilities 
commissions and the issuance of reve- 
nue bonds by various governmentul 
units for public utilities. The most 


dangerous provision of this extreme- 
ly involved proposal is the. reduction 
of the vote required to establish a pub- 
lic utility district, or to vote bonds, 
from two-thirds to a bare majority, 
while requiring a two-thirds vote for 
withdrawal from such a project. The 
Council disapproved of this act be- 
cause it makes it easier to get into 
debt and harder to get out and because 
it considers the measure just as dan- 
gerous to sound public ownership pro- 
jects as to private enterprise. 

Humane Dog Pound Act, which os- 
tensibly provides for humane _treat- 
ment of animals in pounds, but which 
is actually designed to prevent the 
use of animals by research institutions, 
including colleges. It would prohibit 
the use of any animals for research 
purposes except those raised on the 
premises and would thereby hamper 
medical research work for the relief 
of human suffering. 

Homestead Tax Exemption of $3500 
where the owner is the resident oc- 
cupant. The Council believes that it is 
desirable to encourage home owner- 
ship (the ostensible objective of the 
sponsors), but believes it would en- 
courage extravagance in governmen: 
and unwise voting of bond issues and 
other public expenditures to free prop- 
erty owners from tax responsibility. 

The exemption of $5,000 on all home- 
steads; opposed for the same reasons 
outlined above. (These two proposais 
have not as yet qualified, but petitions 
are in circulation). 

Many of the proposals on the Novem- 
ber ballot will seem desirable at first 
glance; some are deliberately ‘dressed 
up” to catch the unwary voter. But 
every voter should subject every mea- 
sure to most careful scrutiny. There is 
a vital need this vear for intelligent, 
thorough analysis to separate the 
wheat from the chaff—and organized 
farm groups can render splendid serv- 
ice to their state and communities by 
accepting leadership in this work of 
ballot diagnosis and appraisal.
